!the Cruiser Olympia Brings Him 
and His Wife From Carta- 
gena to Coloii.

When the Olympla Anchored at Carta- 
gena the Colombian Battery on 
Shore Beturned the Safat#. 



Adm. Coghlan Paid An Official Viait to 
Dr. Joeo Inalgnaraa^ the. Qevom* 

or of Bolivar, and Waa 
Well Rteelvad. 

Colon, Dec. 39. — Adm. Coghlan'a llag^ 
■hip, the cruiser Olympla, arrlTod bore 
Monday afternoon from Cartagena, 
bringing A. M. Beaupre, United Statea 
minister, to Colombia and lira. Boiu- 
pre. 

Minle^ and Hra. Beaapro arrlrod 
at Oaftanaa from BogoU laat Satur- 
day and Ddorded the Olympla on her 

arrival Sunday afternoon. The Olym- 
pia imniedlately sailed for Colon. Min- 
ister lieaupre will sail for New York 
on the ateamer Yucatan Tueaday. 

The recopUon oC the Olympia at 
Cartagraa waa friendly. The naval 
authorities here received instructions 
from Washington Christmas day not 
to send the cruiser Atlanta, the con- 
verted cruiser Mayflower and the gun- 
boat Caatine to Cwrtasena with the 
Olympla aa provlooaly projected. 

The Olympla therefore sailed for 
Cartagena alone at daybreak last Sat- 
urday and arrived off the Boca Chlca 
entrance to the big lagoon on which 
Cartagena is situated early Sunday 
morning. Aa the Olympia ran in to- 
ward the entranoo ahe descried the 
Ck>kMnbiaa crulaor Cartagena four 
miies distant, making every effort to 
reach the entrance and to jias.s into 
the lagoon ahead of the Olympia, 
which she succeeded in doing. 

The Olympia steamed stowly to the 
tortuous entrance between two old 
Spanish forts which apparently were 
deserted and found that the Colombian 
cruiser had taken up a position a short 
distance inside but commanding the 
entrance. It was learned subsequent- 
ly that the Cartagena had grounded 
there and that later she was towed 
into port 

The Olympia passed the Colombian 
warship and procci'ilod to Cartagena, 
which 1b eight miles from the en- 
trance. 

' Anchoring about a mile frcHn the 
town the. Olympla hoisted the Colom- 
bian flnc at her main and fired a sa- 
lute of 21 guns. Shortly thereafter 
the Colombian battery at the edgt ot 
the town returned the salute. 

Adm. Coghlan then arranged to pay 
an official visit to Dr. Jose Insignaree, 
the governor of Bolivar, which he did 
In the afternoon, accompanied by Capt. 
Harrison G. O. Colby. Hoth officers 
.were in full dress uniform. 

A big crowd gathered at the docks 
to meet Adm. Coghlan and Capt Col- 
by and it ailently followed the car- 
riage containing the officers through 
the Btroets to the palace, where an- 
other big crowd had a.'^sembld. 

Gov. Insignares, surrounded by a 
large number of secretaries and aides, 
received Adm. Coghlan in the large 
salon of the palace to which the popu- 
lace was admitted. The latter, how- 
ever, were separated frOB tho digni- 
taries by a railing. 

Adm. Coghlan and Oov. Inslgnares 
exchanged the regulation formalities, 
tho crowd listening attentively. The 
I^Temor said he would return the 
Tislt Immodlntoly, whereupon Adm. 
Coghlan and hla party rotnmed to tho 
Olympla. 

Tho officers were In no way molest- 
«d or annoyed by the crowd which fol- 
lowed them elooely all the tln|0. Net* 
ther by words qpr hwkf did th# popu- 
lace display any hostility. 

The Colombian battery flred a rear 
Stdmlral's salute as Adm. Coghlan pull- 
«d off for the Olympla. 

About 3 o'clock te the afternoon Oov. 
fnaignarea, accompanied hf a nume^ 
ous retinue, boarded the Olympla for 
the return visit and remained for 15 
minutes. When the governor and his 
retinue were disembarlting the Olym- 
|da flred a governor's salute of 17 guns 
•nd Immediately thereaXter hoisted 
tho MehD» and steamed oat of thh

A Kentueklaa Killed Hie Y/tf, iaby 
•ntf # Teaaieler* 

Mayking, Ky., Dor. 29 — Lying side 
by side at the home of Elijah Fields, 
of Big Oowan creek, seven miles be- 
low here, are the bodi^ ot Mrs. Mary 
Shepherd, 36, wife of the desperado, 
William Shepherd, her lOmonth-old 
babe and Riley Webb, 28, a teamster, 
killed In Monday morning's desperate 
encounter in the little Fielda home. 
Curious crowda stalked into the hoie* 
all forenoon in order to get a gliapso 
of the murdered trio. Crated with 
strong drink during a protracted 
Christmas spree, Shepherd wallied in- 
to the Fields home where his wife was 
rooaing, and with no prorocation, fir 
ed a ballet through Webb's body, en< 
tirely severing his spinal cord. Then 
he turned upon his own wife, Mary 
ShophtTd. and (ired at hOT, killing her 
almost instantly. 

The same shot pierced the tiny form 
of his 10-months-old babe, which the 
mother carried in her arms. Shep- 
herd, swinging his steel-ball gun In 
midair, stepped outside and disappear- 
ed, defying the officers. 

The news spread, and Immediately 
Deputy Sheriff Day and a dozen men 
were on the search for him. After a 
three hours' chase over the mountains. 
Day and his men ran on Shepherd in 
an outhouse in Blaciv mountains, near 
tho Virginia border, and effected his 
capture after a desperate resistance. 
He was manacled and taken to Whites* 
burg Jail, amid intense excitement It 
it rumored that a mob is being formed 
to lynch Shepherd.

It Is Now Believed Many Acts oJ 
Vandalism Were Committed 
S^tmdiqr Night 



MANY OF THE 5EAB WERE ROBBED 



Belatives of a Man Declared He Had 
Mooey, Yet Not a Nickel Was 
FMad on Hie Body. 



It fa Believed By the Friends of Bert 
Myere Thst His Body Was Rob- 
bed of $100 and a Watch 
and Chain. 

Grand Rapids, Mich., Dec. 29.— Gath- 
ered in a rubber blanket in a local 
morgue are the charred and dismem- 
bered remains of the 20th victim of 
Saturday's head-on collision on the 
Pere Marquette railroad near East 
Paris. So terribly disflgured is this 
last victim Which was found at the 
scene of the wreck late Monday that 
In all probability Its identity will nev- 
er bo positively affected. 

The coroners were inclined to the 
belief that this body is that of a wom- 
an, but the railroad authoritiea say it 
most have been a tramp riding oa th« 
"blind baggage" car, as no woman 
passenger could, In their opinion, have 
been thrown whoro this lioily wa.s 
found. It was the unmistakable odur 
of burned flesh that led the wrecking 
crew to a realization of the fact that 
another body lay under the wreeked 
engines where Engineer Stoddard and 
Fireman Burns, of the east-bound 
train, were found. When they had un- 
covered the remains of this additional 
victim they found only fragments of a 
human form. There were no arms or 
legs, only fragments of the sknll and 
large bones, some teeth and most of 
the internal organs Intact, but literally 
roasted. 

Despite the estrenio precautions and 
watchfulness of the Pere Marquette 
railroad offlciala and county officers. 
It is now helieved that may acts of 
vandalism were committed at the 
wreck near Bast Paris Saturday night 
and til at ghools dospofled bodics of 

the dead. 

Coroner UilUker stated Monday that 
nothing of any valuo whatever waa 
found by htm when he searched tbe 

dead and that he is satisfied that 
ghouls robbed the remains either 
wliile they were in the wreck or were 
being carried into baggage cars to be 
brought to this ( ity. 

Relatives of Lon J. Baldwin declare 
he had between ISO and |60 in his poR- 
sesslon when he left this city Saturday 
afternoon, yet not so much as a nickel 
waa found in his clothing. 

It Is believed by relatives of Bert 
Myers, of I.a.ke Odessa, that his body 
was robbed of |100 and a watch and 
chain. 

Mrs. Jy. J. Baldwin Is known to have 
had $20 in her possession when she 
left Grand Rapids. 

Sums of money ranging from $10 to 
$50 are missing from bodies of victims 
who are known to have been carrying 
money. / 

Fheriff Chapman is authority for the 
statement that a gang of men was 
fought off the relief train when it loft 
Grand Rapids, but the sheriff believes 
that these men managed to get back 
on tho train unnoticed.

A Mob Gathered Around the Jail at 
Oounell BliilRI. 

Council Bluffs, la.. Dee. tl.— iUi at- 
tempt was made Monday ni|^ to 

lynch George Williams and Neely 9Slm- 
merman, two colored men, charged 
with having committed an assault 
upon Mesdames Sanders and Stark 
last Friday night TTbe men were in 
court Monday, where they were Identi- 
fied by the women, after which they 
w^e held to the grand Jury that con- 
venes next week. 

Monday night a mob of TiOO people, 
men and boys, gathered about the Jail 
where they were confined, and de- 
manded that they ho turned over by 
the officers. The demand was refused. 
Untlly midnight the mob increased in 
niinihers until there were at least 
1,0(10 men yelling and battering at the 
jail doors with clubs. Several times 
the police charged tho mob, but they 
were unable to break it up. Just 
after midnight, armed with a bar of 
railroad iron, a dozen men commenced 
battering at the Jail door. A dozen 
blows shattered it, and a yell went up 
from tho crowd. Congressman Smith, 
who arrived Just at this time, man- 
aged to secure the attention of George 
Sanders, husband of one of the women 
assaulted, and urged him to go home 
and let tin- law take its course. San- 
ders listened and then started for 
home. Thla had the desired effect, 
and inside of half an hour the court 
house, gro unda irere d eeer t e d.

Seven Thousand Sheep Burned to 
Death at BufTale, N. Y. 

Buffalo. K. 7., Dec. 29.— Seven thou 
sand sheep were honied to death at 
the Bast Buffalo stock yards Monday 

night. The long sheds In which they 
were confined were swept by the 
tianies iK^foro any of the animals 
could be released. Tho loss Is esti- 
mated at $75,000. It was stated by 
Superintendent Xolght that tbe fire 
would In no way interfere with the 

handling of live stock here. Plenty (jf 
si)ace is avallai)lo in llie <:ittk' and 
hog sheds to liou.'-e the sheep arrivals. 

The sheep were confined in two long 
sheds, leo feet in width and covering 
a total area oC 100,000 aqngre feet. 
Running paralldl With them were the 
hog and cattle shoda The fire, fan- 
ned by a lu lsk wind, destroyed the two 
buildings in an incredibly short time. 

The sheep destroyed were "exports" 
and were In eharfo of federal officers.

Cripple Creetk, Col., Dec. 39. — Con* 
Biderable exetteoiettt was oeeasloaed 

here Monday by the action of Attor- 
ney John M. Glover, formerly a con- 
gressman from Missouri, in defying 
the military, barricading himself In 
his office and only surrendered after 
receiving a bullet wound in the arm. 

Cripplo Creek. OoL, Dee. 29.— Col. 
Verdeckberg, commanding the militia 
forces In the district, Monday received 
a letter from Mr. Clover denying tho 
legality of the recent order for the 
surrender of arms by the citizens. In 
his letter Glover referred to Oov. Pea- 
body as "A cheap anarehtot" Re de- 
clared that he had two guns In his of- 
flee and defied the military to take 
them from him. 

Col. Verdeckburg at once dispatched 
MaJ. Naylor with a squad to capture 
the attorney and his weapons. Tho 
lawyer's office was found barricaded 
and Glover appeared with a revolver, 
declaring that he would shoot the first 
man who attempted to break down the 
door. Tho place was surrounded by 
troops and orders were given to shOOt 
the man if be appeared with his gun 
again. 

Later Glover appeared and several 
shots were exclianged, the attorney be- 
ln^' wounded In the arm, after which 

he v.as captured. 

Tellurlde, Col., Dee. 29. Former At- 
torney General Eugene Bngles, of Crip- 
ple Creek, attorney for the striking 
union miners of this district, has, it is 
reported. In-i-n notified that unless he 
leaves t!ie district at once he will be 
arrested, lie is said to have stated 
that he will not go and that If arrset- 
ed he will make no effort to secnre 
bail. 

J. C. William':!, vice president of the 
"Western Federation of Miners, was 
told by Deputy Sheriff Hunnels Sun- 
day night that unless he left town 
Monday morning he would be arrest- 
ed. Ho did not leave so far as known, 
but hfs whereabouts are not known at 

present. There are rumors of whfde- 
sale arrests of 'strikers impending, but 
nothing is uiven out ofllcially.

XOXtE ONE FOR KENTUCKY. 

The aetion of a Bute in matters which 
are ealralated to ha?e aB"lmportant in- 
fluence on its prosperity and progress 
geU a good deal more attention abroad 
than many of ita oltiaeBt are Aepoeed to 
think possible, remarks the Courier- 
Journal. The truth is the commercial 
spirit is so folly developed in modem 
timea that there is continual inijuiry as 
to the progress that dilferent looalitiee 
are making, and the facilitiaa 
afford ior busineas eztenaion. 

An example of this may be found in 
an article in "Public Polity," Chicago, 
under the heading," Kantocky Advanced 
When Ohid~fltoed fltni." It reeitea that 
at the November election both Ohio and 
Kentucky voted on a taxation constitu- 
tional amendment. In Kentncky the 
proposed amendment received 60,019 
allirmative votts and 41,282 in ttie neg. 
aiive. The Ohio propeaed ameodment 
received 302 votea la its favor, and 
43,562 in opposition, and was defeated 
beeaoae to be adopted It waa required 
that it woQld receive a majority of all 
the votea caat at the election. In Ken- 
tucky it is only necessary that an amend- 
ment shoald receive a majority of all the 
the votea cast. The silent vote does not 
count. 

"Public Polity" remarks that the adop- 
tion of thia amendment enablea all munic- 
ipalities to have a reasonable and fair 
system, and that it ia sure to have an 
important bearing on the growth of all 
the cities in the State. It adds: 

"Kentucky is now in a splendid position 
to attract capital. It has wonderful nat- 
ural resources, in the development of 
which a heKinniug has hardly been made, 
and of which the outside world, and, we 
may safely add, the people within the 
State, have little practical knowledge. 

"The -State is in line financial condition, 
it 18 practically entirely free from debt. 
It has not been afilicted by walking dele- 
gates or labor troubles. It is anre to ex- 
perience a new impetus in ita growth and 
prosperitv. induced by the advanoed atep 
it has taken on the eobjaot of local tax- 
ation."
